POSSIBILITIES OF SERVO 
. MECHANISM. ó 
The cars of to-day—or a very bi 

majority of them—are fitted with a speci 

form of mechanism, known as the Servo 
mechanism, which increases the power of 
the pressure when the foot is applied to 
the brake pedal, an increase that is steady 
and progressive. This system will be ex- 
tended in time so that all comgrols are 

assisted in like manner. . 
The steering-wheel of the future will 

be reduced considerably in area, and inci- 

dentally give much-needed front space to 
drivers. 1t will be little more than the 
size. of a man’s hand, but the slightest 
touch will be sufficient to deflect the front 
toad wheels to a many-multiplied extent 

i mechanism. 

Whatever type of clutch and gear-box will 

be in existence in a few years’ time, these 

will also be manipulated principally by 
the Servo system. : 

FRONT WHEEL DRIVE. 

The front wheel drive, thongh it has 
been tried with complete success on racing 
cars, and has given every satisfaction to 
the owners of cars that are so fitted, has 
not so far won the favour of manu- 
facturers in general, but, as the four- 
wheel - brakes: were. the - outstanding 
mechanical innovation during the five 
years preceding 1929, it is not at all un- 
likely that front-wheel driving may well 
constitute the outstanding development in 
the next few years. On the racing tracks, 
and, indeed, on the cars which have been 
fitted with this method, it has been proved 
that front-wheel driving gives improved 
road holding, a greater certainty of steer- 
ing control, due to the fact that the front 
wheels pull the car round the corner, or, 
in other words,,the car wants to gó where 
it is steered instead of deviating from a 
straight line under protest. The low centre 
of .gravity. so easily obtained when. the 
front wheels are driven gives steadiness 
on corners. Front-wheel drive has also the 
advantage of* facilitating the individual 
and independent springing of each wheel, 
rendering ‘axles’ unnecessary; and. thus 
greatly improving riding comfort, while 
it is now beyond doubt that such a method

POSITION OF_ENGINE. 


: Phe manufacturers of a few popular 


ears have already transferred the engine 
from the fote part of the car to the rear. 
The ‘change, no doubt, makes for more 
comfortable riding because the car oceu- 

nts occupy positions well between the 
rout and the ecar wheels, the body being 


thus slung between front and rear axles. — 


Both these innovations—the front wheel 
drive and the transferring of the engine 
from the front to the, rear of the car are 
giving much, thought to manufacturers, 
and it seems very. probable that if the 
engine ig to be retained under the bonnet 
the drive will be through the front wheels, 
and, on. the other hand, if a front wheel 
drive is not considered expedient the 
engine will be transferred to the rear. 
DRIVING ON PUNCTURED TYRES. 
Notwithstanding the many attempts to 
secure for the motorist immunity from 
tyre puncture no appreciable headway has 
been made bv tyre manufacturers to arrive 
at that much to be desired result. 
As it was a decade ago so it is to-day— 
tyre puncture is one of the greatest bug- 
bears of the motorist, the sudden deflation 
generally taking place just when the time 
to change a wheel or repair a puncture can 
be ill afforded. While it is true that 
modern road surfaces, coupled with greatly 
improved tubes and outer-covers, reduce 
considerably the chances of tyre frequent 


deflation, yet the danger is always present, 
articularly in the case df well-worn tyres. 


MECHANICAL DEVICE. 

The problem is. now being tackled from 
the mechanical] end, and an inflation device, 
invented by an engineer named Danéel, is 
said to be meeting with considerable 
success in its tests. This mechanism is de- 
signed to enable a driver to get home on 
punctured tyres without repairing them or 
damaging them. It ‘consists of an air- 
compressor; worked by a chain-drive from 
the crank shaft. The compressor forces air 
through an oil interceptor, to a distributor 
box on the dash-board. From this box 
the air then passes to separate pipes to 
each wheel, each pipe having a tap te 
enable the driver to allow air to pass to 
any tyre desired. 

During a test made by the Royal Auto- 
mobile Ciub on a 27 h.p. car the results 
are reported to have been very satisfac 
tory. Two...unpunctured tyres were 
deflated, and in four and a half minutes 
the pumps worked up a pressure of thirty- 
three pounds to the square inch. ‘Then a 
tyre was punctured, and a pressure of 
thirty-five pounds was developed after 
running for. three and a quarter minutes, 
and maintained at a car speed of about 
twenty miles an hour., Next a. second 
puncture. was made,in the saine tyre, and 
the car took, thirty-five seconds on. the re- 
inflated tyre. . Finally, with two tyres 
punctured—one twice—the car was driven 
for eleven miles at less than thirty miles 
an hour, the tyres maintaining twenty- 
five pounds pressure during the journey.

Let me quote again: ‘Along 
the waters of the Green River in Kentucky 
I saw the most magnificent roosting place 
which came across my notice during my 
residence in the United States. it was 
situated on the threshold of a forest whose 
trees were of immense height; trunks 
upright, tall and isolated, starting up 
straight from the soil. 

“A party of sixty hunters had just in- 
stalled themselves in the environs, escorted 
by vehicles loaded with visions and war- 
like munitions. ‘I'hey had raised their tents, 
and a couple of negro cooks were preparing 
the dinner. Among them were two Glasgow 
farmers, wlio had brought a herd of three 
hundred pigs to fatten upon pigeons, and 
thus in a very short time fit them for the 
market. On my arrival in the camp 1 was 
astonished—nay, stupetied—by the quantity 
of slaughtered pigeons which strewed the 
ground, Fifteen women were engaged in 
plucking them, cleansing and salting them, 
and packing them in barreis.’’ 

At the approach of evening the hunters 
took up their stations, amed to the teeth 
with doubly-loaded, single and double- 
barrelled guns. The air grew dark with 
pigeons, and the noise cf their wings 
resembled '' the terrible Mistral of Provence 
as it pus into the. gorges oí the 
Appenines. e vast army of birds swept 
down upon the camp.” ‘The pigeons arrived 
by millions, rushing. headlong upon one 
another, pressing close together like the bees 
in a swarm which has escaped from its 
hive in the month of May. The lofty 
tops of the overloaded roosting place cracked, 
and, falling to the ground, carried down with 
them the pigeons which had perched upon 
the branches.” 

It was impossible to hear a loud shout in 
this pandemonium; evn. the reports of the 
rifles were scarcely audible, The killing con- 
tinued all through the night until daybreak, 
when the myriads of pigeons flew off in search 
of their daily food. The. noise oí their de- 
parture was terrific. ‘* It could only be com- 
pared to the simultaneous discharge of a 
bat of cannon.” The best) birds were 
picked up for consumption or salting down, 
the remainder being left: to the pigs and wild 
beasts of all descriptions that arrived to share 
the spoils. Even the nesting season was not 
respected, and the wretched birds were often 
despoiled of their fledglings, which were 
roasted and deyoured under the eyes of the 
agonised parents. No wonder the passenger 
pigeons have gone from. this earth. Within 
recent years the American Ornithologists’ 
Union offered a large sum for information of 
a nesting pair, the reward has never been 
claimed, though Gene Stratton-Porter, in one 
of her books, describes a pair she found nest- 
ing. in an Indiana swamp.

When Eliot was appointed to the 
presidency of Harvard at the early age of 
thirty-five there were many who shook 
heads of misgiving, since, until the date 
of the appointment, he had never given 
any promise or made any performance of 
distinction. Yet very quickly he made his 
influence and his determination felt in the 
university, giving evidence of the great 
career that was his. 

The University of Harvard in 1869 was 
very far from the flourishing and “ye mee 
institution that it is to-day, and for its 
ms position in the world of learning 

arvard must thank Charles W, Eliot. 
When Eliot was appointed to the 
presidency in 1869 it is said that the 
university was at its lowest, being con- 
ducted in a stupid and slipshod manner. 
Tackling it as a good business man would 
tackle a shaky and failing business house, 
Eliot very promptly “ made over and 
‘regenerated “' it. 

he weally significant thing about him 
was that his business-like common-sense, 
rather than any exceptional understanding 


of, or interest in, educational problems: 


made his efforts successful. ‘‘ His 
genius,” says Mr. James, “ was not, cor- 
rectly speaking, scholarly ’’ ; yet that did 
not prevent him from editing for an 
American publisher a library of the 
The acceptance of 
such a job, for which he had no qualifica- 
tions whatever, was typical of the man. 
snd it may explain why he was for a long 
time the accepted adviser-in-chief to the 
American public on all manner of 


romance, took part in the crusades for 
the recovery of the Holy Land. No spot 
near the heart of London’s myriad lite 
has an atmosphere so aloof. There one 
can transport oneself to a time when the 
great city lay within a circumscribed 
ambit. Then, as Ben Jonson puts it— 


“Where now the studious lawyers have their 
where whateme wont the Templar Knights 
to bide ” 

When we consider its antiquity, and 
the varied parts which .it has played in the 
nation’s life, the literature of the Middle 
Temple is by no means as voluminous as 
that dealing with its sister institution, 
the Inner Temple. Serjeant Bellot, 
Master Worsley, Mr. W. G. Thorpe, and 
latterly Sir Dunbar Barton, have written 
books to which students must always fee! 
indebted, but there are aspects of the 
life of this ancient Inn which as yet have 
been only partly discussed, and are re- 
plete with drama and heroic devotion to 
the pursuit of high ideals. 

In publishing his reading delivered last 
November before the Honourable Society 
of the Middle Temple, Sir Lynden L. 
Macassey, K.C., the distinguished son of 
an eminent Belfast engineer, has done 4 
service which not only ‘limbs of 
the law,” but students of general 
history will appreciate. This . book 
is an extension of the paper, “ The Middle 
Temple’s Contribution to the National 
Life.” The title is justified by the 
judicious collection of biographic material 
which the author has broucht together. 
Scholarly taste and a wise discrimination 
mark the work, which provides an epitome 
of all that is best and memorable in the 
annals of this famous school. The anthor’s 
tribute to all that the Honourable Society 
of the Middle Temple has done during the 
last six hundred years rings throughout 
with a note of admiration and gratitude. 
and recalls the glowing phrase of Edmund 
Burke, the greatest Irish student who 
trod its halls: ‘‘ The nurse of manly senti- 
ment and heroic enterprise ” Great states- 
men, Speakers of the House of Commons. 
legislators, social reformers, writers and 
journalists have drawn from these old 
cloisters insvination and a hich sense of 
national duty. Many links bind it to 
Ireland, especially since the middle of the 
eithteenth century, when many of the 
most brilliant strdent« of Trinity College 
were entered on its rolls. 


the chatty memories of a man whose 
politics never kill his gusto for life will 
find this book after his own heart. Its 
every page has Mr. Blatchford’s sunny 
temper, sympathy for under-dogs, simple 
English style, fondness for queer characters, 


‘| innate Toryism, and passion for telling 


the truth as he sees it, however incon- 
venient. 


Irishmen will relish: particularly the 
sketch of the old Army M.O. whom Mr.

The return of road aeeidents in Northern 
Ireland for $930, which Kas just been 
issued, contains some very illuminating in- 
formation, The total number of road acci- 
dents in which vehicles were involved was 
1,457, and the number of persons killed 
was 115, while 1,564 were injured. 

Pedestrians were at fault in a. big 
number of the accidents, being responsible 
for 651, which resulted in deaths and 
651 injuries, and cyclists caused 147 acci- 
dents, 5 deaths and 150 injured., Negligent 
driving accounted for 184 accidents, in 
which 23 persons were killed instantly and 
224 injured. On the other hand, it is 
rather surprising to find that there were 
only 10 accidents due to inexperienced 
driving, involving one death and 15 in- 
juries, but d en drivers killed three.

Postal. workers come under 
English jurisdiction, as the Post Office is 
a reserved service, The Northern Govern- 
ment’s hands are, of coufse, tied in the 
matter; but the Northern Ireland Post 
Office Clerks’ Association intend to fight 
tooth and nail against the reduction, which 
is to come into operation next month. As 
things stand at présent, the average clerk 
is due to suffer a loss of five shillings a 
week. 

The Association’s case is fairly strong. 
They contend that the British cost of living 
figure should not apply to Northern 
Ireland at all, as prices here are generally 
higher than they are across the Channel— 
possibly not actual food prices; but coal, 
rent, rates, and so forth. Efforts have 
been made in the past to have a separate 
cost of living figure for Ulster, but they 
always have met with failure, and it is 
probable that the steps—whatever they 
may be—that the Association contemplate 
will meet with the same fate. 


LOUGH NEAGH’S PROMENADE. 


The Ulster Tourist Development Asso- 
ciation has thrown a wet blanket on the 
scheme mooted by the Portadown Chamber 
of Commerce to provide a promenade 
round Lough Neagh ; for it is thought that 
the £1,000,000 required for the project— 
providing that the money could be raised— 
never would be made Out of tourists. It is 
pos Á i further by the Association that 
a huge modern bridge over the river Black- 
water at Maghery would detract consider- 


‘ably ‘trom ‘thé ancient charm of the village, 


with ite*qdaint ferry across the river, in 
which tourisis.always. have taken a keen 
interest. This view of the Association, 
co with tha depressed conditions pre- 
vailing evérywhere, is likely to squash 
the . aspirations. of the Portadown 
Chamber. 


WANTED—PROTECTION. 

Addressing a meeting of Unionists the 
other day, the Right Hon. J..M. Andrews, 
Minister of Labour for Northern Ireland, 
dec lt at length with the linen wages dis- 
pute. The whole trouble, said Mr. 
Andrews, can be traced to dumping. A* 
present French, Belgian and Russian 
yarns, which are produced under inferior 
conditions, are being put on the Ulster 
looms, thereby creating a shortage of work 
in the local spinning mills. The result 
is that workers have to be put on short 
time, or the mills must be closed 
altogether. © | 

The only way to get at the ‘root of this 
evil is to protect the home market against 
the dymping of manufactured goods, and 
—an important point—to produce linen at 
a price which would enable Ulster manu- 
facturers to compete successfully against 
foreign products. Until this is done the 
people of Ulster will have to continue 
their unequal struggle against bad trade, 
and the foreign dumpers will reap a rich 
harvest at the expense of the native bread- 
winners.

I have just béen reading some ancient 
accounts of Kilkenny, which are full of 
praise for the amenities of that city.

SPRING SHOW LECTURES.

The new Traffic Bill, of which I am able 
to give a forecast to-day, will fell short of 
the hopes of many people. Jt must be 
remembered, however, that two bills have 
always, been gs ag 2 “ie for Dublin 
particularly, amd the other of a general 
character, i 

It is the latter measure which General 
Mulcahy will introduce in the Dail at an 
early date. 

One of the main features oí the Bill 
will be the enforcement insurance 
against third party risks in respect of all 
classes of motor vehicles. Ht will be a 
drastic.. provision, and will apply to 
damage to property as well as to the 
person. 

Ali motot-vehicles will have to be fully 
insured with insurance companies operating 
in the Free State—that is, those which 
have made the requisite deposit for carry- 
ing on the business of motor imsurers. 
The insurance will include damage not, 
only to persons injured by negligent 
driving, but also for property—say, a 
shop window or such lik amaged from 
such cause. , 


THIRD PARTY RISKS. 

In the case of omnibuses and public ser- 
vice vehicles the third party risk would 
include passengers in the vehicle. In the 
mary private car this will 
not be compulsory, although the policy 
usually taken out by such owner includes 
the passengers as well. In tle case of 
‘buses it will be compulsory to insure 
against damage to property. Im this 
British Act, where "buses are required to 
insure against personal damage only. | 

It is probable that the insurer may be 
permitted to take out his insurance either 
in the form of an ordinary policy or by a 
method of guarantee. 

Under the Bill it will be made a serious 
offence to drive a car without having the 
insurance policy,or guarantee in. force. 
Primarily the, owner will. be held respon- ‘ 
sible no. matter by whom the.car is; 
driven. , The owner, of. coursé, may raise 
the defence. that the car was used without 
his. consent, and the driver. might. raise a 
similar defence that he was acting on the 
orders of the owner. . | 


RECOVERY OF DAMAGES. 

It is probable that in connection with 
the recovery of damages provision may be 
made so that the court which tries a case 
of using a car. wthout. proper insurance 
and causing damage at the same time may 
include in its verdict both. the fine and 
the amount of the damage involved. This 
would facilitate the owner of injured pro- 
perty and save legal costs. 
_ Under a special arrangement the in- 
jured party, in certain circumstances, 
may recover damages direct from the in- 
surance company. Moreover, in the case 
of damages caused in an accident where 
the owner of the car happened to. be 
killed it will now be possible to sue the 
estate of the owner. This has not been 
the case hitherto, ! 

The intention of the new Bill is to pro- ' 
tect as far as possible the interests of the 
persons injured through the motorist's 
negligence. “Thus, in the event of a 
motorist who has been. found liable for 
damages, and who is found to be bankrupt 
or insolvent, the amount of the insurance

DRIVING LICENCES. 

With regard to the issue of driving 
licences there has been a demand in cer- 
tain quarters that every driver should be 
submitted» to a medical test. This is not 
considered ‘feasible, but before a licence is 
granted “it is ' to reguire the 
applicant to make a declaration that he 
or she is not suffering from any disability 
or disease likely to cause danger to the 
public’ by his or her 
vehicle. The making of a false declara- 
tion would be met by a heavy penalty. 

It is not intended to have a preliminary 
test as to whether a person can drive or 
not before issuing a licence. On this 
point different views are entertained, but 
it seems to be pretty well established in 
every day experience that it is not the 
novice but the experienced driver taking 
risks who causes the most damage. In 
this. matter the Minister appears to have

‘was passed during the reign of George IV. 
There were, however, a number: of Acts of 
Parliament passed between 1722 and 1836 that 
had not been repealed. During that. period 
State lotteries were couhastel’ in England 
and Ireland as a means of revenue, and the 
primary object of the restriction at present 
in operation was to prevent competition by 
foreign and private lotteries with State 
lotteries. i 

Section 41 of the Act of 1823 was directed 
against competition of two classes of lotteries 
—one was the foreign lottery, and the other 
was the lottery conducted within His 
Majesty’s Dominions,. but unauthorised by 
the statute. 3 

Mr. Beyfus submitted that a lottery 
authorised by the Parliament of the Irish 
Free State was a lottery authorised by the 
statute within the meaning of the words, He 
added that by an Act of 1802 the sale of lottery 
tickets “not, anihorised by Parliament ” was 
prohibited.

“FOREIGN LOTTERIES.,”’ 


Mr. Beyfus—In my submission, no; Unds 
an earlier Act of 1787 there appears the 
words :—‘‘ Whereas all lotteries not estab- 
lished by Act of Parliament in Great Britain 
or Ireland’’; so that when there were two 
Parliaments between 1787 and 1800—one in 
England and the other in Dublin—I can show 
you by reference to Acts passed in those 
years that any decision of the English’ Parlia- 
ment directed against the sale of tickets in 
foreign lotieries did not prohibit the sale in 
this country of tickets in lotteries authorised 
by the Irish Parliament. There is a great 
deal of evidence from the ‘statutes to show 
that the legislation in London and Dublin was 
parallel in those days. 

‘*In the circumstances,” concluded Mr. 
Beyfus, “it is, in my submission, impossible 
to arrive at a conclusion that the Parliament 
of this country was legislating, with a view to 
declaring t» be illegal in this country, the 
sale of tickets which has been lawfully 
authorised by the Irish Parliament.”

Newbury programme to-day. No fewer than 
twelve : holding the National engage- 
ment are entered in the race, the Newbury 
Steeplechase. In addition, Lion Hearted, 
George Duller’s Lincoln hope, is a probable 
starter for the February Hurdle, so that it 
is not very long odds against both the 
Lincoln and National winners being seen out. 

Six of the entrants in the Newbury Steeple- 
chase ran in the Troytown Steeplechase, so it 
is reasonable to look to the Lingfield event 
for some pointer for Newbury. CGregalach 
had not been out since falling in last year’s 
National, and he gave a forward display 
for just over two miles, but then his condi- 
tion began to tell against him, but the outing 
should have brought him on. Ballasport was 
«rapidly overhauling Kingsford, the winner, 
when topped at the penultimate fence 
and was brought to his knees. If he had 
not met with this disaster, Í am of the 
opinion that he would have won. He meets 

regalach on 2lb. better terms compared 
with the Troytown Steeplechase. Glangesia 
is the best handicapped horse in the race, 
but he has only one pace, and at Lingfield 
he dwelt at the jumps. Alike, a game, con- 
sistent mare, is rather on the small side, and 
cannot match the speed of her rivals in the 
run-in. .

The February Hurdle appears to be almost 
as important as the more valuable Newbury 
Steeplechase, as Duller is to run Lion 
Hearted, one of the favourites for the Lincoln. 
Lion Hearted was a disappointment on the 
fiat last year. He seemed to have no heart 
for a struggle at the finish, but the novelty 
of hurdling appears to have altered that, as 
it often does. Lion Hearted will certainly be 
well tested to-day, for Story of Eden, who 
missed a valuable race yesterday at Windsor, 
will take all the beating the best can give 
him. Ivor Anthony s horse, Blue Vision. 
is no novice, and Lord Marcus has done 
extremely well over the hurdles. It will be 
interesting to see what sort of a show 
Brienz—third in the 1929 Derby—puts up, 
but my bet will be on Story of Eden. 

The Amateurs’ Steeplechase will not be an 
easy race to win, and the brothers Mr. A. 
C. Bostwick and Mr. G. H. Bestwick ride 
two fancied candidates in. Nosiamas and 
Gleesome. lt is interesting to recall a race 
at Birmingham, when Mr. G. Bostwick rode 
Sir Crispen to victory, snatching by a piece 
of strong riding the race out of the hands of 
Stott on Gleesome. Gleesome will have plenty 
of help from the saddle and should win, 
Nosiamas and Castlederg being obvious 
dangers, ! '

From OUR TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 


WINDSOR, Thursday Night. 
UCH better weather and brighter sun- 
M shine helped to raise the spirits this 
afternoon, and made people take more 
interest in the racing, which was quite bright. 
I am afraid that in writing yesterday about 
The Black Fellow, who beat Ballyhanwood in 
the four mile steeplechase, I entirely over- 
looked the fact that the son of Jackdaw had 
won the La Touche Memorial at Punches- 
town last year I hope his breeder, Mr. C. 
Brady, will forgive the omission. I believe 
a good deal is thought of this horse, who 1s 
such a fine stayer that he may aspire to Grand 
National honours one day. 

Captain Sassoon was the hero of the after- 
noon here, finishing second on two entirely 
unfancied outsiders, nis own horse, Olor, and 
Mistletoi--owned by his sister, Mrs. Derrick 
Fitzgerald—and dead-heating on his own 
horse, Jack Ketch, in the College Steeple- 
chase, with Big Black Boy, on whom odds of 
9 to 4 were laid It was a great race from 
the ‘ast fence between the pair, the only 
survivors of the party of five. Both landed 
togethex, and on the flat neither conceded a 
vard. and they ran home indivisible amid much 
exxcitement and cheering, for there is no one 
more popular with the crowd than the ama- 
teur known to the public as “ The Gallant 
Capting.” : 

Captain Sasseon made a stout attempt to 
win the Belmead Steeplechase on Olor. and in 
the straight drew level with Shadow, but the 
latter was just a little too good for him, and 
beat him cleverly by half a length. The 
favourite, Bonar Bridge, was very unlucky. 
At the first fence Zorro Gris ran across him 
and brought him to a dead stop. Payno 
pulled him back, jumped the fence and con 
tinued in the race a good 150 yards behind 
the tail of the field. Then he was notebeaten 
far behind the placed horses. 

SPIRITED BETTING. 

There was spirited betting over the Royal 
Handicap Hurdle, Sir Crispen, who has won 
his last three races, and Tin o’ Mint, both of 
whdm had 91b. penalties, being joint favourites 
at two's, with Ennis Bridge well supported at 
11 to 4. Ennis Bridge jumped the last hurdle in 
front, but when Tin o’ Mint drew up to him 
he laid his ears back, and Mr 
horse, who is trained in Major Mairs’ suc- 
cessful little stable at Letcombe Bassett, beat 
him by three lengths. 

Sir Crispen was not good enough te give 
the weight away, and Mr. Pete Bostwick was 
beaten five lengths on him for second place.

If Harbinson plays well to-morrow he should 
get his cap; for C. Sully is either past in- 
ternational hockey or in his last season. In 
any case, it woud be wiser policy to select 
a younger mat. if possible, 

RETURN OF PHILLIPS. 

Is the number of Anglo-Irishmen on last 
season's team to bé increased this year? I 
fancy we will find one or two more on, 
unless our side gains an easy victory, which 
I doubt. In the first place, the dropping of 
M. C. O'Donoghue from the trial leaves the 
left full-back position very open. The two 
candidates are W. McBride, of Banbridge, 
and Surgeon Lieutenant-Commander FE, S. 


He is a very sound player, who has been 
showing his best form in England this season ; 
while McBride is getting his first chance, 
and is as yet a rather unpolished player, 
though when things are going right he can 
look very cee Still, I shall be rather sur- 
prisedt if Phillips does not gain that place 
for the Anglo’s. 

Then there is right half, and here again an 
old international is in opposition to a home 
player new to this match. The position here 
ls complicated hy the fact that T. H. Ely 
is unable to get across for the match. I 
fancy that no matter how the match goes. 
he will retain his centre-half position, and if 
that is the case, I would prefer to see G. 
Tyndall at right half instead of either of the 
right halves selected for the trial, J. N. 
Pett and G. K. Boyd. He is a sounder 
player at present than Boyd, and if not so 
clever as Peatt, is more likely to fit in with 
the team. 

The other centre-half; Maher, is an un- 
known quantity here, but as he has been 
able to retain his place on the R.A.F. team 
for some seasons past, he must bé a decidedly 
useful plaver. It will also bé a close struggle 
between Cork and McDonald for Jleft-half, 
but J would rather see the North Down man 
retain his place, There will be more difficulty 
in selecting the goal-keeper than anyone else 
probably. There is absolutely nothing be- 
tween Greenfield and Moynihan; both are 
fine plavers, but the extra daring of Green- 
field and his willingness to take risks are, 1 
think, more suitable to internationa) hockey 
than Moynihan’s greater soundness. 

A FORECAST. 

My forecast of the team would read some- 
thing like the following -—

CATTLE. 
DUBLIN (METROPOLITAN) .—A substan- 
tial falling off in supplies of cattle this week 
barely saved the value situation frem a 
further drop on top of last week's. The 
supply was made up of 3,477 beasts, or 702 
head less than last gathering. There was the 
usual attendance of biryers in local and ship- 
ping interests, but it was evident that ex- 
porters made a strong effort to purchase cattle 
cheaper. This they failed to accomplish as 
regard fair to choice grades, and for the com- 
moner and plainer descriptions there was a 
certain amount of caution shown, but, on 
the whole, prices showed little change from 
last market. Handy medium-weighted 
heifers were scarce, especially those in ex- 
ceptionally good condition, around 9 cwt., 
and most of these were bought up for 
local trade at last day’s rates. London trade, 
on the whole, was fair, and quality of ex- 
hibits on offer were fully up to requirements 
for this important centre. The off-take for 
Glasgow shows little signe of improving, and 

may to-day be reported as negligible.

There was a fair off-take for London, for

The reduction in supply eased the situation 
for the unfinished and rougher meated 
animals, and there were reasonable prospects 
of a clearance being effected. Prices, of 
course, for these classes are at a very low 
level. There was no improvement whatever in 
demand for beef cows, and, except for the 
younger classes of the heifer type, which held 
their own well, trade was very poor. Thin 
and aged sorts are almost impossible to move. 
Bulls were again in larger supply, and for 
medium fleshy sorts there was a steady in- 
quiry, but values showed no improvement on 
last market. Heavy and inferior classes were 
just as hard to cash, and some salesmen found 
it difficult to make a clearance even at the 
poor prices ruling. Values for best run of 
cattle were 41s. to 43s. per cwt., with a few 
fancy blacks around 44s.; good commercial 
sorts, 30s. to 40s., and rougher classes, say, 
from 36s. to 30s. Beef cows, best, 20s. to 52s. 
and 33s. per cwt.; aged and poorer classes, 
17s. to 28s. Bulls, young fleshy sorts, 30s. to 
33s.; other sorts, 26s. to 20s. per cwt. 

SHEEP AND LAMBS.—TIhere was a 
markea decrease in supplies here this week, 
there being 782 head less than last gathering. 
Buyers were fairly numerous, both local ani 
cross-Channel men, but trade on the whole 
just worked out in a freer sale, due, o' 
course, to the smaller supply, which, no 
doubt, saved ihe rougher classes frum a drop 
in prices, these forming the bulk of exhibits, 
and although there was a better clearance, 
prices are still poor—in fact, half-meated 
sheep are not wanted at any prices if the 
medium well-meated classes were available. 
Butchers are still complaining of the bad 
killing returns of sheep—some men say muttor 
is costing lld, per pound, Shipping trade 
just steady and fair offtake at late rates, 
while locai men have done the usual business at 
values in or around those of last week.

“LEGAL StNSE AND NONSENSE."
